The person, who makes the objection you speak of as to the 
correctness of a certain statement, certainly ought to know the facts. 
The information was obtained from sources at the time believed to be 
accurate. If the words quoted contain the only statement to which 
objection is made, it would seem only courteous to publish a foot 
note giving the words objected to as in error, and to say that the 
person to whom they refer declares the statement to be erroneous. 
This does not call for an investigation to ascertain the facts, nor 
does such a correction amount to a withdrawal of the words said to 
be incorrect, but only gives the assertion made hy one of two parties 

to the incident, the other one being dead and unable to speak for 
himself.
